It- has a job to do in 
seeing the cultural amenities 
of the western suburbs do not 
suffer Py comparison with 
the eastern.” ‘ 

This surely is a time whe 
uch a committee could pre- 

nt an effective opposition to 
the understood idea of the 
Government. , 

No acceptance should be 
given to the proposition that 
for the west of Melbourne 
“No University only Penal 
settlements.” 

If the western committee 
cannot be reconstituted or is 
not interested it will be a 
sad lookout for the cultural 
advance for the west of Mel- 
bourne.

PLANT IN ALTONA 


A agreement for the sale 
and purchase of land and 
ethylene for a new plant to 
manufacture high density 
polyethylene has been signed 
by Altona Petrochemical Com- 
pany Pty. Ltd. and Farbwerke 
Hoechst on behalf of the new 
company. 

The new company, Hoescht 
Chemicals Australia Ltd. has 
been formed to build and op- 
erate the plant at the Altona 
Petrochemical Complex. 

The Australian Company 
which is an offshoot of Farb- 
werke Hoechst AG of Frank- 
furt (Maine), West Germany, 


project. 

Construction of the plant 
will shortly begin and is ex- 
pected to take 18 to 20 
months. 

This is the second new 
chemical plant announced for 
construction at Altona since 
december, 1963, when Badischf 
Anilin & Soda-Fabrik AG an- 
nounced jplans for polysty- 
rene and dispersions plants. 

Construction of the Hoechst 
and BASF plants at ‘Altona 
will bring the total invest- 
ment in the Petrochemical 
Complex to £33,000,000.

The 1964 football sea- 
son has been a good one 
for the Altona : Football 
Club as they won the 
premiership in both the 
senior and junior grades. 

And one man who played a 
big part in getting the junior 
XVIII to the top was coach 
Lou Thompson, who has al- 
most 20 years of football ex- 
perience behind him. 

Thompson in his school 
days could have been dest- 
ined to become a runner of 
some ability as he was at one 
time the top sprinter at, the 
Altona State School. He won 
a 100 yards event at the 
Footscray and District Com- 
bined School Sports and was 
also a placegetter in the Ali- 
Schools 100 yards event. 

Before he came to play 
football with Altona Rovers in 
1947, Thompson had two 
years, 1946-47, as a rover with 
the Yarraville West XVIII 
and played with them in the 
Melbourne Boys League. 

In his first season with the 
Altona Rovers, Thompson was 
captain and was also runner- 
up to Norm Trickey in the 
club best and fairest award. 
Also in 1947 he headed the 
club goalkickers with a total 
of 35 majors, and with Norm 
Trickey represented an Un- 
der 19 combined team against 
the Mountain Districts. 

Continuing with his foot- 
ball in 1948, Thompson trans- 
ferred to the Altona Football 
Club and won their award for 
the best first year player. He 
played the 1949 season with 
Altona, and in 1950 when they 
had no first XVIII, trans- 
ferred to Laverton. 

Aitona fielded a team in the 
Footscray District League in 
1951 and Thompson repre- 
sented the team in their B 
Grade premiership victory of 
the same year. 

The following year Altona 
went to the Werribee League 
and Thompson played through 
with them until 1961. During 
that time he won the 1953 
most consistent club award 
and in 1954 was third best 
and fairest for the club. 
Another award he won was 


the 1959 best clubman’s 
trophy. 
Thompson tried himself 


with Laverton again in 1962, 
but he was back with Altona 
in 1963, which was his last 
Season as a player. 

He played a total of 178 
games for Altona in the Wer- 
ribee League, and overall 
would have played in the 
vicinity of 300 games. 

Many of Altona’s sporting 
identities have played cricket 
with the Altona Beach XI, 
and Thompson is no excep- 
tion as he started with them 
in the 1953-54 season and 
played two other seasons, 
1954-55 and 1955-56. And in 
that time he was a member 
of a premiership team and 
also won a club trophy for 
fielding. 

Besides playing for the Al- 
tona Beach team, Thompson 
has had several seasons with 
Altona ANA where he star- 
ted in 1956-57 and hopes to 
be playing again this year 
with the same team. 

Training and racing grey- 
hounds to success needs time 
and patience, but Thompson 
who has been in the game 
since 1961, has won a number 
of races at our major tracks 
which include Olympic Park, 
Sandown, Ballarat, Geelong 































































and the defunct North Mel- 
bourne course. 

His best winners have been 
Pendle Swing and Cola Babe 
with six and five wins re- 
spectively. Forest Road, 
another of his string, has 
been placed six times out of 
eight starts, and that includes 
two wins. 

Thompson has made a good 
job of his sporting variations 
and given time he is sure to 
add to his record—S.J.C.

Victor John Arthur Buttigieg, of Cam- 
bridge Street, Seaholme, pleaded guilty to 
assault by kicking Robert Young, and com 


mon assault, 


in the Second Division of 


Williamstown Court yesterday before 
Messrs. H. Kim and F. Dann, J.’sP. 


Robert Alexander ‘Young, 
of Rankins Road, Kensington, 
told the Court he finished a 
meal in the Chinese cafe in 
Williamstown about 8.45 p.m. 
on September 5, 1954. He got 
into his car to drive away and 
was chopped off by another 
ear. He called out to the 
driver and got out of his car 
and a few words were said. 
Another man came up and 
said to him, “Ili have a go 
at you.” He could not be 
sure that the defendant was 
the person who said that. 
There was a fight and he was 
knocked to the ground. 

William Albert Judge, of 
Russel Place, Williamstown 
who witnessed the fight, said 
he saw Young being assaulted 
by two youths He could not 
positively identify them. One 
was standing in front of 
Young kicking his head, the 
other punched him, Later he 
saw one of the youths loosen- 
ing some rocks on the side of 
the plantation and said, “Go 
away and let it be a fair 
fight.” The fight subsided 
when police arrived. He indi- 
cated defendant and said, “He 
hit him.” 

Constable R. Sievwright told 
the Court when he came up 
Young was chasing the de- 
fendant and another youth 
was standing on the footpath 
with two girls. He read a 
statement made by Buttigieg 
which said, “I kicked him and 
my mate sat on his chest, He 
pushed me three times and 
T hit him in the face and he 
fell down. I kicked him when 
he was down. He got up and 
kicked me in the groin. I 
realise it is not right for two 
to fight one.” 

“Both charges were adjour- 
ned for 12 months on Butti- 
gieg entering a £10 bond to 
be of good behaviour. He was 
also ordered to pay £5 into 
the poor box within 28 days.

Rubbish Units Aid 
Civic Pride- 


A second rubbish re- 
moval unit is to be pur- 
chased by Altona Shire 
Council. 

The existing unit for collec- 
tion of rubbish, excluding 
garbage, was placed in service 
in August, 1961. 

Buring the first round when 
the unit was leff near every 
street intersection for a period 
of one day, it took 13 months 
to serve the whole of the 
Shire. 

Since then the unit has 
completed two further cir- 
cuits of all areas and is at 
present on its fourth round. 

Currently the unit is sta- 
tioned for one day at alter- 
nate intersections. With this 
method it takes 74 months to 
serve the whole Shire. 

The trailer is generally al- 
most filled each day. 

At present, every property 
owner in the municipality has 
the opportunity of clearing 
rubbish from his property 
twice every 15 months. 

When all areas are fully 
developed the figures would 
be approximately twice every 
18 months. 

The cost involved in advis- 
ing residents of the proposed 
service of emptying the trailer 
daily and of moving the 
trailer to a new location is 
approximately £100 per an- 
num. 

Cr. Bond remarked on the 
untidy appearance of other 
municipalities where rubbish, 
other than garbage, is left 
lying on nature strips. 

Agreeing it assists residents 
attention to civic pride, coun- 
eillors have decided to pur- 
chase another rubbish re- 
moval unit. 





‘Temporary’ 
Sewerage System 
The Board of Works 
still wishes to proceed 
with the plan for a sewer- 
age system independent 
of the Melbourne system 
for Altona. 

The plan is for treatment 
works west of Kooringal Golf 
Course and effluent to be dis- 
charged into the sea. 

The proposed treatment 
works are a temporary meas- 
ure said Shire President Cr. 
J. J. Ginifer, who is also a 
Commissioner on the Board 
of Works, at the council meet- 
ing last week. 

“Temporary” means 15 to 
20 years. 

The Board does envisage 
a trunk sewer to the Werri- 
bee Farm but capital outlay 
is not warranted for another 
15 years. 

This temporary system with 
effluent being. discharged info 
the sea is to enable it to be 
sewered while waiting for the 
time when the Board consid- 
ers the larger expenditure is 
justified. 

In a request to the Board 
Cr. Ginifer had suggested-that 
if the proposed treatment 
works are as “sweet smell- 
ing” as claimed could the 
Board shew Altona Council- 
lors comparable plants in the 
metropolitan area. 

As a result councillors will 
inspect similar types of plant 
as to the one planned for 
Altona on October 3, 

If the scheme is implemen- 
ted the Board requires 50 
acres of land—i0 acres for the 
treatment plant, 40 acres for 
a buffer area. 

Cr. Ginifer suggested it may 
be possible to establish foot- 
ball grounds ,on the buffer 
area. He said if at the end 
of the “temporary” period the 
Board moved out of the area 
he did not think the Board 
would take the football 
grounds off them and allot 
the land for another use.
